| In Austria, according to a cable- 
‘gram from Trade Commissioner Up- 
son at Vienna, the issue of paper 
money has reached an unheard of 
height, more than a trillion crowns 
‘being !n circulation on the first of 
September. The exchange value of 
the crown was one and a half hun- 
dredths of a cent. The cost of living 
increased 132 per cent in August, a 
loaf of bread now costing 6240 
crowns as compared with 24390 
crowns in July. 

Weekly adjustments of wages were 
made in Austria during August to 
meet the rise in the cost of living. At 
the begining of September the ayvr- 
erage hourly wages paid to skilled 
labor amounted to T675 crowns, to 
unskilled labor, 4608 crowns, and to 
women 3600 crowns. Violent dem- 
onstrations by the unemployed forced 
the Government to Increase the un- 
employment dole to a maximum o2/ 
6720 crowns a day. 

Favorable developments are noted 
in France. The principal industries.

doing well, while unemployment has 
ceased to be a problem.

use all her power to give Constanti- 
nople back to the Turks or, rather. tc 
the friend, Mustapha Kemal The 
note to England demanding a roice 
in such a settlement is only a pre- 
liminary move of the new Russian 
diplomacy, which geographically ccv- 
ers the same ground that the Czar’s 
aid. 

But Russia ts now seeking to fos- 
ter independent states in the East 
and Near East which will look to 
Moscow for guidance. Mongolia, 
Manchuria, China, Persia. Afghan- 
istan, India and Turkey are includ: 
in this campaign. Acting Foreten 
Minister Karakhas an authority on 
Asia and the Near East. is directing 
the whole movement. 

The Communists of the Left are 
especialiy pleased with this cam- 
Paign. They see the states men- 
tioned as “unspolled by capitalistic 
democracy” and therefore virgin soil 
for development of the soviet system. 
But not even the communists see the 
excellent trade possibilities {tf their 
project succeeds.

Throagh all their lives five adults had no reason to believe Mrs. 
Teresa Bell was not their mother—Now strange tales are told 
of how she palmed babies off cn her eccentric husband as 
her own because he desired a large family—Sinister figure 
of former negro woman slave looms back of family skeleton 


MBITTERED litigation over a large estate 
is not unéommon, and sensational revela- 
tions frequently are made in the course of 
such suits. But rarely indeed has there Seen 

such a situation as arose in San Francisco 

recently when a couple of iines in the will 

of the late Mrs. Teresa Bell declared that the 
five Bell children were not her children at all, and be 
queathed them $5 each. 

Instead of sharing in the estate, which has been 
variousis estimated to be worth from $766,0% to $1.- 
i) 050, the five sons and daughters find. tbhemseives 
vithout any bot a nominal part therein. Worse stil! 
if the statement in the will is correct. they tow are 
even stripped of any legal richt to the name which 
they have borne as long as they can remember. 

Some of the five children, ali adults pow anc three 
of them married, will abide by the will They are 
grieved. but look with resignation upon what they 
comsider strange treatment at the hands of the oniy 
mother ther had ever known. Others ili! attempt to 
have the will set aside, and Wtication already is in 
progress . 

The mysterious ficure of an aged negress. now dead, 
who for many years dominated the home of the Beil 
family: tales of Mrs. Bells pecuiiar temperament: am 
accusation that tiny babies were smrezied into the 
horse. ome at a time, to satisfy the paternal ambitions 
of the testator’s husband.

Not manv a family s*eleton has rattied its bones to 
such a lord and grewsome tune as the qnuondam heirs 
and their opponents are promising in this case. 

Imagine the meiodrama of the em which occurred a 
few weerts azo in the office of E. J. Taibott. attorney 
who drew up the will for Mrs. Beil. widow of an azed 
pioneer who had been one of the “45ers and had wrested 
a fortune in gold from the California hills. it was 
after Mrs. Bells funeral] that a group of relatives and 
friends gathered to bear the document. 

Amone those present were the five children of Mr 
and Mrs. Pell, to whom it was naturallv presumed that 
the bulk of the big estate would go. But after larce 5= 
qvesis to charity end smalier ones to friends and old 
servents. the will directed that the residve should go 
to Mrs. Pell's cousins, “if I have eny.” or to the State 
of California. 

And as the five children loo’ed at each other in 
amazement, the dry voice of the lawyer read on: 

“I am told the law requires that I mention any others 
who may try io put in a claim against my estate a3 
next of Fin and I hereby state that | have no near 
kin. nc children. no brothers. no sisters, as Rezinald 
Bell. Eustace Bell, Robina Bell. Muriel Beil and Fred 
Rell are not my children and no relation to me what- 
ever, I having ta®en no part in naming of them or 
any ceremony which gave them the Bell name. ! leave 
$5 to each.” 

That was the bombshell which a dead woman huried 
in*o a group of men and women who thought ther were 
her children. soon after ber body had been laid to rest. 

Whatever theories may be offered in explana‘ion of 
this tantalizing business. of one thing everr®ody may 
be certain: the denial of her parentace and the disir- 
heritance was not the outcome of a recent whim srch 
as sometimes masters an eideriy person wien he or 
she fects that death stal s near by. 

The will had been made out rears prevriousiy. and on 
that eventful day was taken from a musty envelope 
tuat lone had tain undisturbed in a viceonhole of the 
attorney's desx. It is a holographic document. one 
written by the testatrix herself, with pen and ink. on 
a double sbeet of letter paper, pimmed together. The 
blow had been planned years before. and only awaited 
the death of the tes‘atrix to be delivered. 

Amazing enough in its contents. there is another in- 
teresting feature about this’ will of Mrs Beil. one 
which has been studied as offering some clew to the 
inner history of the Pell howsehold, the secrets which 
for a generation caused their home to be stvied “the 
house of mystery.” Penmped on the cover sheet of the 
will appear these words: 

“Perhaps in some one great heroic act

would not down? Or was i intended as a message 
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which should be cryptic to all 
but the person at whom it was 
aimed? 

it’s a fime mystery, and the

matters to light. Again. it is 
possibie that Mr. and Mrs. Bell 
and “Mammyr™ Pleasant, the 
negro housekeeper already 
mentioned. may be abie to 
epard their secrets even in 
their graves.

other woman. These statements, whether they be true 
or a fabrication or the twisted fancy of a disordered 
mind, at least prove what a dominant figure “Mammy” 
Pleagant had been in the family, and how cordially 
the old servant was hated by her mistress. The words 
are as follows: 


I was never in any church or took part in 
naming any of them. After learning the true 
character of M. Pleasant | investigated as far 
as possible her statements as to their parent- 
age and found it a mass of lies. There was 
no such woman and no such relation with Mr. 
Bell. I learned she had been blackmailing 
Mr. Bell for years out of enormous sums of 
money, at the same time telling me he gave her 
no money to even pay bousehold expenses, in 
this way getting vas: sums out of me. But 
even after I learned the true history of the 
Bells I did not turn against them. but tried to 
help them to ma*e good. But blood will tell, 
and I had to leave them to their ways. 

Some book was brought into a court case to 
show that F. F. Bell or F. T. Bell was chris- 
tened in a church. I had never been in that 
church in my life, and the name connected with 
his baptism was not mine. When I asked M. 
Pleasant the meaning of that record, she told 
me “It did not matter,” as that was the second 
time he had been christened here. 


The full names of the five disinherited children, 
gome of whose names avpear-in a curtailed form 
in “the paragraph of the will already quoted, are as 
follows: Mrs. Robina Bel! Hessler of Piedmont, Cal.; 
Mrs. Muriel Bell Hoster of Hollister, Thomas F. Bell, 
Reginald Pell and William Eustace Bell. 


Mrs. Hoster filed the first suit in the contest, and 
Thomas F. Bell announced that he would take similar 
steps. Their fight will be assisted by John Bell, a 
nephew residing at Santa Barbara, Cal. 

A circumstance worth noting is that the three chil- 
dren who agreed to waive the privilege of contesting 
the will now claim to have found in the records of St. 
John’s Church, San Francisco, documentary proof of 
their baptism as the children of Thomas and Teresa 
Bell. Another point in favor of the contestants is that 
in the court proceedings when the will of Thomas Bell 
was admitted to probate, the Court recognized ali of the 
five, now disinherited and disclaimed, as lawful chil- 
dren and heirs at law. 

So that since 1892, at least, their names have stood 
on the records of the Probate Court as the children 
of Thomas Bell. 

Two weeks after the death of Mrs. Bell. a new com- 
plication was added to the controversy in the death 
of William Eustace Bell. one of the three who had 
decided to accept the provisions of the will. Now his 
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widow is considering whether she shall start a contest 
on behalf of their small son. 

Throughout the whole course of the Bell family’s his- 
tory, as it is somewhat scantily known to the genera! 
public, looms the sinister figure-of “Mammy” Pleasant. 
Whatever may have been her character, she undoubt- 
edly had a spectacular career. Born a slave in Georgia, 
she arrived in San Francisco in 1849 with $50.000, which 
she said had been realized from the sale of Cuban 
bonds in the estate of her first husband. 

In 1858, according to reports generally believed in 
San Francisco in later years, she met John Brown, the 
famous champion of abolition, while the latter was at 
Chatham, Canada, and gave him $30,000 with which to 
finance his historical raid on Harper's Ferry, in Oc- 
tober, 1859, which resulted in Brown’s capture and 
execution. 

“Mammy” Pleasant was known in San Francisco as 
the friend and adviser of Thomas Bell during the 
late years of the nineteenth century. Her dominance 
in the affairs of the Bell family seems to have con- 
tinued until the death of the head of the house, in his 
tumble down the stairs, after which she remained in 
Mrs. Bell's employ until 1899. She died in 1904, at 
the age of 89 years. 

Advices from Auburn, N. Y., indicate’ that the shad- 
ows began early in the life of Mrs. Bell. She was 
born in Auburn, but it is doubted there if she ever 
knew who her parents were. As a child she was de- 
pendent on local charities. She was taken into the 
home of a family named Harris, at the nearby town of 
Sennet. and lived with them until they died. Then 
she lived with the family of Charles W. Pomeroy. It is 
believed that she then went to New York. 

About 50 years ago she visited in Auburn, an event 
which still is remembered there because of her hand- 
some gowns and jewels. She had been married then, 
and the evidences of her prosperity made a deep im- 
pressiorR. . 

Mrs. Muriel Bell Hoster, daughter who filed the ini- 
tial suit to have Mrs. Bell's will set aside, puts forward 
the claim that Mrs. Bell was insane at the time she 
wrote the will. Mrs. Hoster is in comfortable circum- 
stances, according to her attorney, and has started the 
contest only to vindicate her own birthright and to re- 
move the shadow which the denial of parentage puts 
upon herself and her two smal! children. 

‘Teresa Bell was insane for many years,” recently 
declared John McNab. attorney for Mrs. Hoster. “Re- 
peatedly she had confessed to witnesses that when she 
was not made the sole heir of Thomas bell and given 
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the management of his estate, her love for her chil- 


dren turned to hate.” 
So there the matter rests. Whatever may be the de- 


cision of the courts, the Bell case in San Francisco 
constitutes such a drama of mystery and wealth and 
strange personalities as is seldom staged in the musty

John Yereb is a coal miner, a member of the United 
Mine Workers of America. Until he was deported last 
March. without warning. he hed a job in a mine near

ber of the |. W. W. and had in his trunk some litera- 
ture published by that organization. Deportation. how- 
ever, did not foliow until two years after that discov- 
ery. 

it was March 21, 1920, that the discovery was made. 
Again let Mrs. Yerebd speak: 

We were living then on Richmond street here in 
Belleville. I returmed home one day to find my 
husband on the sidewalk in front of owr home. hand- 
cuffed. Inside [ found men ransacking our rooms. 
They had opened John’s trunk and found his old mem- 
bership card in the | W. W.. and some circulars and 
things published by the |. W. W. They had taken up 
the rug from the floor and searched throwgh the old 
newspapers which | had laid under the rug to pr tect. ‘rt. 
They had ripped open the mattress on our bei. They 
had upset everything in the house. 

“iohn Was taken to St. Louis and put in jail He 
stayed there a week. Wher he came home at last he 
Was covere! with body lice. He said the jail was dirty 
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and the food vile. I was coo* in a hotel here in Belle- 
ville when we first met. John boarded there. ani be 
as*ed me to help him mae out his questionnaire when 
he was expecting to be called on the second draft. Asx 
he was a coal miner he thoucht he would be exempt.” 

The second draft never was called. the armistice in- 
terveninge. John and the hotel cook. who was Mise 
Laura Heckert. Illinois born. got to “going together” 
after the questionnaire episode. and when they were 
married John thovght himself settled down, at last. 
for life He had ceased to be a migratory worker— 
that is. he thought he had. 

Neither John Yereb nor his wife. nor his wife's 
foits, according to Mrs. Yereb and her friends, ever 
had the slightest notion that he was an alien. Nor had 
any one of them the merest intimation. from him or 
from any other source, that he ever had been a member 
of the l. WwW. W 

“John himself.” said Mrs. Yereb. “always thought 
he was an American citizen. He had voted in presi- 
dential and other elections. Though be was born in 
Austria. 39 vears ago. he came to this country when 
be was only 12 vears old. with his mother and step- 
father. The family settied in Pennsylvania, where John 
became a mine wor*er in borvhood. His mother died 
shortly after the family came to America. His step- 
father married acain. John then had a stepmother and 
a stepfather both. and his was a hard lot. He said he 
always thovght his stepfather had been naturalized. 
and John understood that made him also a citizen. 

“As to his being an I. W. W.. why. he had dropped 
out of it—hadn't paid any dues for three years before 
his arrest. He said he had worked around through 
the Northwest. where he had found that unless he 
was an |.

When, eariy in 1970. John Yereb was handcufféed and 
brought to St. Louis, his case was heard before the 
local inspector of the Immigration Bureau. Charlies

trict Attorney. was engaged as counsel. Karch said. a 
few days azo: 

“There was no case against this man. and Mr. Nash. 
the immigration inspector. admitted it. Yereb was 
put under a nominal bond and released.

in the opening paragraph of this narrative we have 
left John Yereb in jail at Portland, Me. How did he 
get to Portiand”? Why is not John Yereb at his birth- 
piace or elsewhere in Austria? These details are some 
of the rest of the unfinished stOry, happening since 
Mrs. Wieck wrote hers. Still other details are to be 
introduced 

You wi'l remember that Helen Marie was born June 
10. Two days later a cablegram was sent to the 
midget’s father, then in Hambure, Germany. apprising 
him of the not altogether happy event. John Yereb 
got that message June 13. On June 15 he boarded a 
vesse] at Hambure. bound for Vera Cruz, Mexico. 
Ironically enough, the ship was named Harmonia. 


Yereb had not remained long in Austria. Just now 
Austria—its remains—is not much of a country for 
any man. The man who bad left that land in early 
boyhood, and who held but faint memories thereof, 
could find no work at which to make the merest sort 
of living for himself. not to speak of sending money 
home. People ail about him were on starvation’s edge 
—and dropping over. He went to Hamburg, where he 
hoped to find conditions better. 


He managed to buy food somewhat better tha 
that served him in the St. Louis Jail, and to keep his 
body clean of lice. He had the cash equivalent of $10 
when he heard about the baby. 

These details are taken from a letter received by 
Mrs. Yereb late in August, written by John from jail in 
Portiand. It is not a very coherent letter, for John 
Yereb is not literary, lite the Wiecks. There are words 
misspelled. and the grammar would not pass muster 
with Lindley Murray: but the rhetoric rises at points 
wellnigh to the superb. ° 

Yereb toid his wife that he went to the American 
Consul at Hamburg and stated his case. He seems to 
have been given to understand, or at any rate he ap- 
pears to have interpreted it that way, that he was free 
to return to America. After some delay be was told 
to return to the consuiar office for a passport. He says 
he paid his $10 for the passport and shipped for Vera 
Cruz broke. He got a job as coal passer on the ves- 
eel. From Vera Cruz he made his way to Tampico, and 
there shipped aboard an oil tanker, the Dean Emery, 
for Portiand, working as a messman. 

At Portland an agent of the Immigration Bureau 
seized him and thrust him into jail. John wrote that 
he had expected to be paid off for his messman job, 
but it appears that he got nothing, owing to his sudden 
arrest and incarceration. He had been in jail 50 days 
when he wrote. 

“God knows I never teached anything wrong against 
my Government,” Yereb wrote. He pleaded that those 
who knew him in Belleville get up a petition in his

behalf, praying Washington to let him return home tu 
his wife and to see the baby he never has beheld. The 
letter expresses deep affection for his wife and her 
relatives. Also does it indicate a profound perplexity 
upon the part of John Yereb, who can’t understand 
how it all happened. 

In the records of the Immigration Bureau, Depart- 
ment of Labor, at Washington, are very voluminous 
files covering the case of John Yereb. At certain points 
they conflict with the statements of the man’s family, . 
friends and attorney. To begin near the end of the 
iong story, the records show that Yereb was seized 
by immigration officials when he landed at Portland 
July 30. 

Yereb told those officials that he had been a member 
of the I. W. W. for three years, but had no connection 
with the organization now. He denied that he had 
fomented strikes or riots. He disclaimed any belief 
in anarchy. He said that while connected with the 
I. W. W. he was a delegate to get new members. for 
each of which he received a fee of 50 cents. Explain- 
ing how he came to join the L. W. W., he said that he 
was beating his wavy to North Dakota to work in the 
harvest fields; other men in the box car he occupied 
threatened to throw him off the train uniess he joined. 

The Portland inspectors told Yereb he could appeal 
from their decision, which was that he be deported 
again. This he did. The Board of Review of the Im- 
migration Bureau at Washington then went over his 
case, finding sufficient facts in the record to warrant 
postponement of final action. Secretary of Labor Davis 
accordingiy ordered that the case be held in abeyance 
until mid-September, so that evidence and argument 
might be submitted by McElroy & Reid, Washington 
attorneys employed in Yereb’s behalf by the American 
Civil Liberties Union, which has taken up the cause 
of the deportee. ~- 

From the record it appears that Yereb’s stepfather, 
Friedrich Yediouztsching. now living near Beach, N. 
Py... was naturalized when John was 17, and that Yereb 
thought this conferred citizenship upon him. Yereb's 
attorneys will seek to sbow that, although he was de- 
ported as an wuidesirable alien, he is in fact an Amer- 
ican citizen. If this be shown, the Department of Labor 
will have no further jurisdiction. 

The-record shows that when agenis of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, then engaged in “red raids’ generally 
throughout country, entered Yerebs home on 
March 31, 1920, they found evidence which they inter- 
yreted as showing that he had been active in preach- 
ing sabotage and sjreading anarvchistic doctrines. On 
Mav 31, the Hureau of Immigration. to which 
the case had been turned over by the Department of 
Justice agents with the recommendation that Yereb 
be deported, released him on a bond of $1000 pending 
final action. 

Inspector Nash of the Immigration Service, in his 
office in St. Louis, gave Yereb a hearing Nov. 4, 1920, 
in the presence of Charies A. Karch, his attorney. 
Nash reported to Chief Inspector Dunn, at St. Louis, 
that Yereb admitted distribution of literature advocat- 
ine sabotage in the coal mines, and other lL. W. W. 
propaganda. Nash stated that Yereb had been “care- 
fully coached to appear ignorant.” 

Inspector Dunn reported to Washincton Der. 14, 1920 
that the charges against Yereb appeared to have been 
proved fully by the exhibits in the case and by the ac- 
cused man’s own admissions. Dunn saw no ground 
fer the contention that Yereb was ignorant of the pur- 
pose and intent of his activities. 

Louis F. Post, Assistant Secretary of Labor under the 
Wilson administration, ruled on Jan. 6, 1921, that Yereb 
should be deported. 

Finally, on April 6, 1922, two years and six days 
after his original arrest, John Yereb was put aboard- 
ship for the forgotten land of his nativity. The “crime” 
with which he is charged now is that of coming back. 

Under what name did John Yereb come back to 
American sofl? Under the name of John Yereb, home 
address 244A North Jackson street. Belleville, Iil.; oc- 
cupation, coal miner; married: one child. “I told the 
truth.” he said in his letter to his wife. His seizure 
was just as much of a surprise to him as was his ar- 
rest at Belleville or his summons to St. Louis for un- 
expected deportation. 

Now, for one final moment, jet us return to the little 
upstairs domicile of the Yerebs, above a tire-repair 
shop. Let us forget for the nonce that John Yereb, 
quondam peasant lad of Australia has been for two and 
a half years a subject of investigation by three of the 
august departments of the Washington governmental 
administration—State, Justice, Labor. Let us have 
just one more brief look-in at the wife and the baby 
not made subjects of governmental inquiry. Uncle 
Sam. who hews to the line of mass formation and lets 
the individual chips fall where they. may, is a social 
evolutionist. Like Nature. he is not to be perturbed, 
even though he be disturbed, by the tears of a wornan 
or the wails of an infant. 

Mrs. Yereb was away from home, doing a job at 
housecleaning for the necessary fee, when the writer 
ealled to see her. One of her sisters was looking after 
the baby. When the mother came home, at noon, she 
picked up the tiny Helen Marie and said, quite simply, 
and yet somehow grancly: 

“We haven't done anything, and John hasn't, neither. 
John’s a good man—a mighty good husband—I know;

Yet all 
of these put together would be an extremely small pro- 
portion of the entire route, the greater part of which 
is the finest hard road imaginable; a very paradise for 
the motorist. Like a broad white ribbon the cement 
roadway, smooth as a city sidewalk. extends for miles 
and miles as a challenge to the driver. 

Move over this road slowly and ‘t moves to meet 
you sluggishiy and with seeming reluctance. But 
throw ‘er into high and speed your car up to 35 or 40 
miles an hour and note how glad'y the road rushes to 
the meeting. It dances for verv joy, and with such en- 
couragement few drivers can resist the impulse to see 
if there are higher figures on the speedometer. If 
you have never seen the 40 on that little put-and-take 
wheel that shows how fast you are going. you will 
be sure to see it not long after you ship as a pas- 
senger on an automobile cruiser to Chicago. 

From the tonneau floats a feminine voice: 

“Mercy, driver, aren't you going awfully fast?” 

“No danger, iady.”’ he calls back. “That's what this 
road was made for.”” The lure of the road works quick- 
ly. A few miles further on the same feminine vwoice: 
“Driver, do you thin« you could pass that big car 
ahead of us? We'd love to see you do it.” 

“Watch me,” says the driver. And in three and 
one-half bats,of an eye the big car is ieft behind.” 

It vate ore that this passing of the big car was not 
a mere matter of bravado. There was not even a 
teuch of recklessness in it. Before the trip was over 
the young woman, a charming vacationist in knicker- 
boc’ers, Was to see car after car cut down on this 
great white way which lin’s St. Louis with Chicago. 

The driver with persistence and skill makes his own 
right of way. It is an unwritten rule of the highway 
that any car has the richt to pass any other which is 
going in the same direction at slower speed. The 
driver desiring to pass need only sound his horn. The 


‘man ahead moves to the right and gives him room to 


pass. 

Passengers unaccustomed to this sort of travel usu- 
ally are watchful and apprehensive in the early stages 
of the journey. They seem to scnse the imminence of 
rear-end coilisions, but after they have observed for 
awhile the workings of the rule of the road and have 
seen car after car give way at the sound of the horn, 
they are ready to believe the driver when he tells them 
there is no denger in this cutting down process, though 
it has all the thrill of leaving the field behind in a 
race. 

Of course. the Dixie Highway is not a one-way 
road, and while we are cutting down motorists ahead 
we are constantly meeting cars. This adds another 
spectacular feature to the automohile passenger serv- 
ice, when. as happens again and again, the driver has 
to exercise his judgment of speed and distance in gaug- 
ing the chance to cut out a car ahead without getting 
in the path of a machine coming toward him. Some- 
times we sin through apparently by a margin of only 
a few inches, though actual measurement probably 
would show it to be several feet. 

The passenger soon learns that alert watchfulness is 
the mental attitude of most drivers on this highway. 
Those who are not watchful are watched and the cood 
driver may always be relied upen to avoid mistakes 
on his own part and to protect himself from the mis- 
takes of others. While he is learning to do this he 


receives many lessons from other drivers. Some of 
these lectures, delivered on the fly are not couched 
in academic language, but they have a forcefulness 
which makes them stick in the memory. 

Reference has been made here to some scraps of 
conversation between the driver and the young woman 
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passenger, but it must be understood that this would 
not have been possible except when the machine was 
travefing over practically clear stretches of the road. 
Where the highway is crowded the driver answers no 
questions and pays no attention to anything but the 
manipulation and steering of his car. He has his 
breathing spells and comes up to talk at places, for in- 
stance, like Jewett, 121 miles out of St. Louis, where 
the city ordinances say six miles an hour is fast enough 
for anyone to travel. Here there is @ speed trap—a 
village policeman at each end of the town. If you pass 
the first one at a rate beyond the speed limit he gives

AR@sawe if. 
IYVORCE in the United States is greatly 
on the increase. 

This is the stark fact. bacted by copious 
figures iaboriously compiled by statis- 
ticians. 

It is an alarming fact. in the opinion of 
some persons; it is a simple. natura! fact. 

as viewed by others. 

The alarmists in the matter of divorce are the re- 
actionaries, the stand-patters, the antiprogressives. In 
their idea, life is all blocked out into neat little checr- 
erdoard squares, and they ficht tooth and nail against 
anything that threatens to disturb their orderiy ar- 
rangement. 

Those who tate the divorce increase as a simple, 
natural fact include the flexible. far-visioned individn- 
als who see life as an ever-changing. ever-progressing 
force. They realize that the present era is marked by 
social and economic readjustments so great as to be 
almost tantamornt to upheaval. They understand. 
therefore, that a readjustment of standards concerning 
the marriage relation, along with the rest, is not only 
natural but inevitabie. 

There is no cause for alarm in the divorce increase 
It is a sign of the times; in many ways it is a healthy 
sign. 

The institution of marriaze must be saved. Tho 
world is not ready for its abolition: the world wi] 
mot be ready for several generations, if ever. 

But the free dissolution of ties that lack emotional] 
Justification is no menace to the marriage institu‘ion. 
Indeed. the contrary is true; for the institution of 
marriage should not only be saved. but should be en- 
nobied and elevated. 

A soble marriage is a union of congenial spirits. 
Divorce will not touch fit. Other unions are pseudo- 
marriages and their disruption harmonizes with the 
best preservation of the marriage instituticn. 

Put before I go into all that, I want to give you a 
preliminary survey of the facts. and also some of the 
figures. involved in the present divorce situation. 

Unfortunately the most recent official statistics 
obtainable are those for the year 1916: for the suec- 
ceeding period observation will have to be substi- 
tuted for actual figures. The year 1916 showed a 
total number of 112.036 divorces throuzchout the coun- 
try, as compared with a total of 72.062 for 1996 and a 
total of 42.937 in 1896. Allowances must be made for 
counties from which no returns were received. 

A good idea of the imcrease can be gained from a 
consideration of the number of divorces per 196.900 
population. The rate was 112 im 1916: % im 1906: 75 
in 1900; 53 im 1890: 39 im 1880; 28 im 1870. 

Hands will go up im horror at this apparent loosing 
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of the bonds of responsibility: there will be persons 
who interpret the figures as signs of a weakening 
of moral stamina. 

I want to call to the special attention of all such 
persons this fact: That in order justiv to estimate 
the significance of the figures, as indicators of the 
moral worth of a people it ts necessary to note very 
earefully the varied conditions of the different periods 
mentioned. 

Factors such as the changed status of women, in- 
creased travei facilities and a consequent greater scope 
of individual vision, larger educational opportunities. 
have brought about profound differences between the 
past two or three generations; and no comparative an- 
alyses which do not rec¥on with these things can have 
any value. . 

And I want to say right here. to forestall! that in- 
evitable question: “What about the children” which 
I know you are about to ask, that [ believe the sep- 
aration of the parents in some cases is not only not 
against the children’s best interests but actually nec- 
essary to the furtherance of them. 

Take the condition revealed in the suit of Margaret 
(Gould) de Pernard, a New York society woman, 
against her husband, Pierre M. de Bernard of Paris. 
The case. by the way, shows how financial . elements 
frequently play a part that gives a decidedly sordid 
tinge to the relation about to be broken. 

The couple were married in 1907, and divorced 12 
years later 

At the time of their marriage M. de Bernard was 
in the real estate business in Paris, from which he de- 
rived the income of $2000 per year. Immediately after 
their wedding. he announced that he would not work 
any. more, since ber income was sufficient to support 
them both. She protested against the decision. tell- 
ing him that she wanted him to build a career for 
himself. and that she would aid him financially. 

It was mo use; he flatly refused to work. 

She had been allowed an income by the trustees of 
her father’s estate. which was deposited to the joint 
credit of herself and her husband. He squandered 
most of it im extravagant and riotous living, so her 
testimony declared. Frequently, when she tried to 
pay her personal bills by check, she would find that 
her husband had drawn out all the money. Checks 
and bills would be returned to her unpaid, which of 
course gave her deep humiliation. 

It was natural that she should remonstrate with 
him. 

“You are rich.” he would reply. “Have your trustees 
make you a larger allowance.” 

Frequently his creditors, too—cafe owners, tailors, 
and so on—would come to her and present their bills. 
demandine that she pay them regardless of the fact 
that she had nothing to do with contracting them. It 
often happened that. to avoid humiliation. she had to 
borrow money to pay not only ber own bills. but ber 
husband's as weil.

Physical incapacity has general acceptance as a 
ravse. The qualification is that it must have been 
present at the time of the marriage, and continued up 
to the time of divorce action. Colorado admits the 
validity of this cause also when it has come about 
through immoral action after marriage. Porto Rico, 
evriously enough specifies that the condition shall 
have arisen after marriage. 

In my opinion, the existence of this condition, in an 
incurable form, ought to be grounds for divorce, with- 
out regard to time of origin. : 

Adultery is a generally accepted ground. There are 
certain limiting conditions, such as: That it shall 
not have been “‘coo*ed up” for the purpose. That the 
married persons shall not have had marital relations 
after discovery of guilt of one by the other. That the 
person bringing suit shal not have been similarly 
guilty, and that the action shall have been started 
within a certain limited time (varying in different 
states) after the discovery of infidelity. 

You know. of course. that marital infidelity and 
adultery are interchangeable terms. You won't make 


the mistake of the Reno lawyer, who, bringing suit for 


a woman client on this ground, solemnly assured the 
Court that she wanted her freedom because her hus- 
band was an infidel. 

Desertion is also generally accepted. The time 
ranges from six months (in Hawaii) to three years. 
There are various local limitations—as illustration. 
Alabarva’s specification that the desertion must have 
continued two years, and the person bringing suit on 
the ground of it must have been a resident of the State 
for three years. 

Habitual drunkenness has general acceptance. It is 
usvally specified that the habit must have developed 
afier marriage. Sometimes there is no limit of dura- 
tion of the habit: sometimes there is, with a variation 
of from one to three years. Some states ma‘e specific 
provision for addic'ion also to “other drugs; where 
this is not the case, it could be brought in under the 
head of “cruelty.” 

Insanity is a generally accepted cause, the proviso 
being in some states that the condition must have ex- 
isted at the time of marriage. This is a very unfair 
ruling, since union with an insane person is destruc- 
tive of happiness, no matter what the time of seizure. 
Many states put limits upon the duration of insanity. 
Thus. Alabama specifies that it must have continued 
for 20 years, North Dakota for five years, Utah that it 
must be permanent. 

A continuance for 20 years is nothing short of pre- 
posterous! 

Miscellaneovs causes, such as conviction of felony; 
where the wife is at the time of marriage an expectant 
mother. the father of her unborn child being someone 
other than her husband: where fraud or force has en- 
tered in: where there is neglect to provide; where a 
former marriage exists—all these have universal ac- 
ceptance, either as ground for divorce or for annul- 
ment. 

Extreme cruelty as a ground for divorce has been 
reserved for fullest discussion, because it is perhaps 
the most important of all the causes, in that it is the 
most elastic, and also the one showing almost the great- 
est increase between 1906 and 1916. During that time 
divorces for adultery increased 13.3 per cent, for neg- 
lect to provide 85 per cent; for desertion 45.9 per cent, 
for drunkenness 30.6 per cent and for cruelty 75.8 
per cent. 

“Extreme cruelty” admits of varied interpretation. 
Lord Stowell. in 1790, trying the case of Evans vs. 
Evans. set the precedent which still obtains in En- 
glish-spea*ing countries, although it has undergone 
some modifications. In 1868, Judge Lewis of Nevada, 
in the Reed vs. Reed case. effectually formulated the 
modified doctrine which has to a considerable extent 
superseded the original. 

“What merely wounds the mental feelings,” de- 
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O PLACE in a series of articles before 

the American public the varied points in 

the divorce problem, no one hetter 

equipped could have been chosen than 
Judge Bartlett. He is completely conversant, 
from his long term of service on the Nevada 
bench, with every angle of the question. Judge 
Bartlett was born in San Francisco. but moved 
in infancy to Nevada. He is a graduate of George. 
town University. Since 1893 he has practiced 
law or served the public—as District Attorney 
as member of the Sixtieth and Sixty-first Con- 
gresses and as District Judge at Reno. 
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clared Lord Stowell, “is in few vases to be admitted, 
when not accompanied with bodily injury, either actual 
or menaced. Mere austerity of temper, petulance of 
manner, rudeness of language, a want of civil 
attention and accommodation, even occasional sal- 
lies of passion, if they do not threaten bodily harm, 
do not amount to legal cruelty.” 

Contrast with this the ruling of Judge Lewis. in the 
Reed case. In this case, the woman seeing divorce on 
the ground of cruelty accused her husband of tying her 
child by a former marriage to a porch post Upon her 
interfering, she said. he treated her violently, though 
he did her no serious injury. 

A few months later, she testified, he beat and choked 
her, discoloring and bruising her face. At another 
time, in the course of a quarrel, both strugzied for pos- 
session of a shovel, and she got a cut in the head that 
kept her in bed for ten days. 

The testimony showed, however, that she had be- 
come more than a little provocative in each instance: 
in the shovel incident it was she who first seized it, 
and threatened her husband with it—his grasp upon 
it was in self-defense, and the injury to her accidental. 

Because of her blameworthiness. said Judee Lewis 
“extreme cruelty” was not establis} d in this case. 
He went on to say, however, that a new definition of 
the term was needed. 

“It will be observed,” he said, “that physical injury 
alone seems to merit consideration, whilst the subtle 
torture of mental anguish, unless occasioned by per- 
sonal violence done or apprehended, is entirely over- 
looked. There may be extreme cruelty without the 
slightest violence; the happiness of a life may be de- 
stroyed by a course of conduct which could furnish no 
ground for apprehending bodily harm or injury. 

“If it appear probable that the life of one of the par- 
ties is rendered miserable by any character of miscon- 
dvct on the part of the other, the separation should 
be decreed.” 

Judge Lewis’ declaration that spiritual and mental 
cruelty are at least as significant as the physical kind 
gains ever-increasing support as the science of psychol- 
O£Y gains ground, and a better understanding of hu- 
manity and its needs is evolved. 

“It is manifest frou. he nature of things.’ said Judce 
Lewis, “that acts which would be extreme cruelty 
under some circumstances would not be so under 
others; and, so, too, a course of conduct towards one 
person might be deemed extreme cruelty which to- 
wards another would not be so considered by anyone.” 

i knew a man who, by the sheer instrumentality 
of refined but merciless. satire—-without ever raising 
his voice, to say nothing of his hands—could reduce 
bis hypersensitive wife to a state of hysteria; could, 
and did it with a relish. The same treatment would 
have had no effect on a more healthily balanced spirit. 
It was unmistakable cruelty, none the less, ip the case 
in point. 

The vwsual procedure, when extreme cruelty is the 
basis upon which the divorce action is brought, is to 
establish :the fact that the cruel spouse's behavior, 
mental or physical, has injured the nervous or bodily 
health of the other. 

A great 6-foot-3 negro was in my court one day, 
seeing separation from his wife. He claimed to have 
been the victim of cruel treatment. 

“What did vour wife do to you” his counsel ques- 
tioned. 

“She done say she goin’ to put poison in mah soup'” 
he replied.

Mrs. Occleve, who was Rosalie Aubyn. was a woman 
of a distinct individualist type. as already indicated 
(inti! she met Harry Occleve she Was a man-hater 
Early environment as the youngest child of a country 
clergyman in England tended to make ber so. The 
Rev. Mr. Aubyn was of the type of men who conceive 
that the world is made for themselves and themselves 
only, and that the women really don't count His 
two sons were chips off the old biock. Little Rosalie 
never saw men of any other sort until after she left 
home to go to boarding school. At first she thongbt 
men were wonderfu! they did so many things, and 
women—the women she. knew—never did anything 
but slave for the men. Ags she grew up her viewpoint 
changed, and al] men disgusted her. 

Rosalie’s mother was of the old-fashioned sort. 
Mr. Hutchinson says this of her 

x She bad no interests other than her 
homé and her husband and her children and the 
pleasures and the treasures and the friends of her 
husband and ber children. She belonged to that dark 
age when duty toward others was the guiding prin- 
ciple of moral life: she came only to the threshold 
of this enlightened age in which duty to oneself is 
known to be the paramount and first and last consid- 
eration of life as it should be lived.’

Hecause she found, in her narrow child life. that 
women were imposed upon by men. and that men 
could be free of home duties and do big things outside, 
Rosalie determined to do a man's work. After schoo!) 
days she refused to return to the rural rectory. She 
stayed in London, living in a boarding house. got a 
job in an office, and believed herself to be radiantly 
happy. In her boarding bouse period this is what 
Rosalie said of men: 

“They're very fond of saying women. are cats. 
Fools' It’s men that are the cat tribe: tame cats, 
tabby cats, wild cats, Cheshire cats, tomcate and 
stray cats’ Aren't they, just? And look at them— 
tame cats are miserable creatures tabbw~ cats the 
sloppy creatures, wild cats ferocious creatures, Ches- 
hire cats fool creatures, tomcats disgusting creatures. 
stray cats—on the whole the stray cats are the least 
objectionable, they are bearable: at the right time 
and for a short time.” 

To the same person. the faced spinster who wg¢s 
ber roommate, Rosalie confided: 

“It's my own life I'm going to have, my own place. 


my own share; not modeled on anyone else's. If it 
were conceivable that I ever met a man ! cared 
tuppence about-—-but it isn’t conceivable: that’s a

On the heel of the male is a strong. curved, sharply 
pointed, movable, horny spur, directed upward and 
backwards, attached by its expanded base to the ac- 
cessory bone of the tarsus. This spur, one inch long, is 
traversed by a minute canal, terminating in a fine 
split near the point, and connected at the base with 
the duct of a large giand situated at the back part of 
the thigh.

Scientists believe that way back in Permian times 
the reptiles split two ways, giving off one branch 
which developed into the birds, and another which be- 
caine the mammals. It ts not held that the Duck-Bill 
is the direct ancestor of the higher mammals, but 
rather represents the end-product of a side line of evo- 
lution that came off from the reptilio-manimal stock. 
The Duck-Bill is strangely like the unknown ancestor of 
the mammals, and why should he not be, for he is that 
unknowy ancestor's first cousin. 

In Australia the Duck-Bill is called the “water-mole,” 
but it has no affinities with the true moles. The fur 
is similar to that of the mole and the habitat is an 
underground burrow, but here the resemblance be- 

tween the two animals ceases. 

From the tip of the snout to the tip 
of the tail the Duck-Bill measures 15 
to 20 inches. There are no teeth in the 
adult. but a set of milk teeth is devel- 
oped in the young. These are gradually 
worn away and shed, and are not re- 
piaced. The bill from which the animal 
derives its popular name is a spatula- 
like beak of hard, horny substance and 
looks just like a duck’s bill. 

The legs are short and stout, adapt- 
ed for swimming. 

There is a well-developed web be- 
tween the toes, which are five in num- 
ber. 

The burrow it occupies in some 
river bank may measure more than 50 
feet in length, always with two open- 
ings, one above the water level and one 
below.

ago. His nt i Bik the fourth Baron, was the 
Anglican Archbishop of Dublin and Primate of Ire 
land, a celebrated churchman. Thus the grandson 
of an Anglican Primate is to be the busband of the 
granddaughter of a St. Louis Methodist Sunday school 
superintendent. l.ord Plunket is doubly descended 
from the nobility, his mother being a daughter of the 
first Marquis of Dufferin and Ava. 

It is said Fanny Ward herseif. like most women 
who are brought into contact with the aristocracy, al- 
ways cherished the high hope of marrying into the 
British peerage. That eminence she has not reached, 
though it must be some consolation to her that her 
daughter now has aviated to the height wherefrom 
shines the coronet of a peer of the realm. 

Little Fanny Buchanan outgrew St. Louis, it appears, 
quite early. John Buchanan, her father, was a pros 
perous merchant, a member of the old local dry 
goods firm of Chase & Cabot. when she was born. SBe- 
fore Fanny grew to womanhood the family fortune 
was swept away through financial reverses. Mrs. 
Buchanan, who was Elizabeth Ward, in her girthooi 
one of the foremost belles of Louisville, Ky., took the 
beautiful Fanny to New York in quest of fame and 
fortune on the stage. 

Fanny had been under the tutelage of the late John 
W. Norton of the old Grand Opera House in St. Louis. 
who also fitted Marv Anderson for her atage career. 
She had evinced talent. Ambition she possessed, sv- 
perlatively. Farly in the ‘90s she made her debut 
in New York as “Cupid” in a musical comedy. In 1893 
the former Sunday school pupil broke onto the front 
pages of American-newspapers as plaintiff in a suit 
alleging breach of promise against “Duke” Brown, son 
of Vice Commander Edward M Brown of the New 
York Yacht Club. Mrs. Buchanan joined in the suit, 
alleging less of her daughter’s services. This action 
was dropped. however, when Fanny went to England 
to fill a theatrical engagement. She has lived in En- 
gland most of the time since then. She won suc- 
cess on the English stage. 

One of little Fanny Buchanan's recalled character- 
istics was her fondness for personai adornments, even 
as a small child. Fanny was avid for fine dresses 
and flashing jewels. She felt that she needed them to 
match and augment her beauty, which, it must be said. 
ber admirers said was not matcha>ie and needed no 
augmentation. Nevertheless, Fanny coveted such 
things, and when in London she met “Joe” Lewis she 
met at the same time a most magnificent opportunity 
to annex the baubles of her heart's desire. 

Lewis. f.esh from the diamond fields of the Trans- 
vaal. a partner of Ceci!

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In South Africa Lewis was a diamond producer. In 
Lendon he was a diamond merchant and a money 
lender de luxe. The common people knew him not 
gladly: he ignored them. His fish were bigger—the 
English aristocrats. He loaned, at very high rates, 
cash to those struggling to keep up appearances a5 
Lords, Dukes, Princes and the like. Money came in 
so fast that he was worried how to spend it. That 
was before he met Fanny Ward. The bewitching 
actress took by storm the heart of the diamond king, 
who was many years her senior. They were married 
in 1898, Lewis stipulating that his wife should quit 
the stage. 

Fanny did quit the stage—for five years. Joe Lewis 
owned a stately home in London, costly houses in 
the country. Mrs. Lewis liked the London home best. 
There was the place where she could—and did— 
shine: she and her diamonds and pearis and things. 
Her London home in Berkeley Square neighbored those 
of the Duke of Devonshire, Lord Lansdowne and Lord 
Rosebery. Hard by was the cottage where John Mil- 
ton, mighty poet, had dweit. History cried up from 
every cobblestone. Nobility—meaning the ennobied 
families of course—spake with austere authority 
from every shrub in the parked area. Wealth—-well, 
that simply shrieked. The bediamonded opulence of 
the diamond king this St. Lovis Suncay school girl 
had married bedazzled the multitudes.
